1. US PEACE EEFORTS AND UPCOMING UNSC DISCUSSIONS. 

ABD AL-RAHIM NASSAR IN JANUARY 2 AL-YAMMAMA WEEKLY 

SEES ISRAEL MOVING TOWARD AN ACCOMMODATION OVER PALESTINIAN 

RIGHTS DUE TO U.S. PRESSURE AND ITS PROMISE TO ENABLE 

ISRAEL TO "SURVIVE"-AND EVEN "DOMINATE THE AREA 

POLITICALLY, ECONOMICALLY AND CULTURALLY." BUT HE 

FINDS NO BENEFITS FOR THE ARABS FROM THE AMERICAN PLAN.

2. FORD'S CHINA VISIT. 

RIDA LARY IN lANUARY 2 UKAAZ DAILY MAINTAINS FORD'S 
VISIT WAS "A COMPLETE FAILURE." HE WRITES THAT THE 
YOUNGER CHINESE LEADERSHIP, RESENTING MOYNIHAN'S 
CRITICISM OF CHINESE POLICY AT THE UN AND ANGRY OVER 
US/SOVIET DETENTE, INSISTED ON A "LIMITED AGENDA" FOR 
THE VISIT; FORD THEN REQUESTED TO SEE MAO, WHO WRITER
